Senator Thurstoa of Nebraska has re- 


signed as general solicitor of the Union 
Wbiflc. He is reported as saying that 
he believes it would be a great thiwz 
for the country at large to have the 
Union Pacific and Central Pacific lines 
under one management and operated 
as one property. At present the whole 
country west of Ogden is largely at the 
mercy of the Sonthern Pacific com- 
pany, which has the choice whether 
the traffic shall go by way of the Union 
Pacific or the Southern line. 
He 


thinks 't was one of the purposes of 
the Government in chartering and 
«iii-sidizing the PacinY roads that they 
- ould continue us one line and he be- 
lieves that the result san be secured 
by legislation. 


Senator Thnrston says he has pre- 


pared a bill which he shall introduce 
early in the session the general plan 
of which is to take a statement of i he 
Government claim against the main 
line from Omaha to San Jose as it will 
stand July 1,1896, and offer that claim 
aa a whole for sale to the highest bid- 
der. Make tbe minimum price which 
the Government will accept, nearly or 
quite half of its entire claim and sell 
that claim to one pure jaaer, giving the 
purchaser nil the rights of the Govern- 
ment, including ita right of entry, pos- 
83sslon and foreclosure. Give to one 
court of the United States jurisdiction 
over a suit to foreclose on the entire 
property, and provide that the property 
should be sold as a whole. 


Senator Thnrston evidently does not 


believe in Government ownership of 
railroads nor does he expect that the 
Government will realize fifty per cent 
of the amount which it has advanced to 
the Union and Central Pacific rail- 
roads. The Vanderbilts are said to be 
desirous of purchasing the whole road 
from Omaha to San Jose and the new 
Senator from Nebraska has doubtless 
prepared his bill in their interest 
Whether the country tribataiy to the 
road would be benefited by the change 
ia an open question. Possibly the Van- 
derbilts, might not charge all that the 
traffic will bear and compel Nevada 
shippers to pay about three times aa 
much for a carload of freight from 
Chicago to Bsno as is charged for the 
same class of freight from Chicago by 
way of Beno to Sacramento, but a 
clause should be inserted in the bil 
providing for the sale, prohibiting the 
purchasers, whoever they may be, from 
continuing the unjust practice.

Bow Shall We Educate Our Son. For t!.s 
Electrical Profession? 


We come back now to tbe origi'u-j; 


question, and the only answer tlir.t-tiui 
be given is, "Give the boy the broatleM 
education that his time nnd abilities 
•will permit." My own belief is that 
there is no better early preparation for 
a professional career of any kind than 
that given in the pnblio schools of onr 
larger cities. 


Having completed the pnblic school 


course, I would have him take the nsnal 
academic course involved in prepara- 
tion for onr larger colleges, giving more 
attention to mathematics and less to 
classics, but, if there be time, a great 
deal of attention to ooth. The object of 
this period of a young man's education 
is decidedly more the training of the 
mind than instruction, and for that rea- 
son it matters "less what the boy leaim 
than the .habits of thought which are 
inculcated at this time. 


In tho study of quantitative chem- 


ical analysis the student is most easily 
introduced into the methods of exact 
science. In it he is familiarized at the 
ontfct with instruments of precision, 
with the niceties of manipulation which 
characterize all scientific work, and he 
learns to handle the atom and the mole- 
cule which are the ultimate particles of 
matter as the mathematician does im- 
aginary quantities and symbols. To the 
analytical chemist these' atoms and 
molecules are as living entities as tbe 
trees and the hills, and-they are en- 
dowed with..individual characteristics 
more definite and more easily recogniz- 
able than are the members of his own 
family. The study of chemistry in it 
definite proportions is the easiest and 
surest road to a rational understanding 
of the physical qualities of matter up- 
on which the structural engineer de- 
perds for the success of his creations. 


Above all should the candidate for 


electrical engineering honors be in- 
structed in tho higher physics, for it is 
the mechanism of the ether with which 
tho electrician has chiefly to deal, just 
as it is with the various gears that the 
iBcebaiiiciau 
is concerned. —Electric

selves as believers in a diet of fruit and 
nuts. Leaving these extremists out of 
the present, question, it is certain that 
health increases for whoever substitutes 
fruit, both fresh and dried, for a large 
part of the ordinary diet in daily use. 
One of our best, literary workers has 
found that a bunch of good raisins with 
a slice of bread or a crisp cracker or two 
makes a lunch thafe ia not only, satisfac- 
tory, but leaves thts brain clear for tbe 
afternoon's work.; Even in the days of 
our forefathers the Muscatel raisins, 
called so perhaps from the Mnsca grape, 
brought by the-Moors'- bom the:^Afri- 
can homes' into Spain, were credited 
with a special recuperative force, and 
known as ' 'raysons of the sun.'' They 
were part of the equipage of a last ill- 
ness. Saffron water and these' 'raysona 
of tbe sun" were side by side on the 
neat little table, which .held also the 
big Bible reserved for solemn occasions, 
all three reminding.the sufferer that he 
or she had done with the ordinary fare 
of mortal life. 
. 


But there need be no such somber as- 


sociation with the raisin of today, onr 
own California providing at its best a 
rich fruity raisin, sun dried, of course, 
yet not so much dried as distilled, all 
the watery parts being driven off and 
the riches qualities of the grape devel- 
oped in nature's own alembic. These 
raisins, with whole wheat bread, make 
a genuine food, good for child as well 
as man and hailed by the children with 
acclamation. The need for sugar—an 
instinct with children—is met in raisins 
or dates in infinitely more healthy fash- 
ion than in any other order of sweet, 
and the child who has full provision of 
such fruits makes no demand for candy 
or cake. 
The best California raisins are now 


cheap enough to be within the means of 
all, and their use is steadily increasing. 
A set of young lawyers in New York 
have adopted fruit as a lunch,.finding 
that work cuu go on with none of the 
sense of heaviness produced by the ordi- 
nary meal, and raisins have been intro- 
duced as one of the most satisfying 
forms.—Philadelphia-Press.
